Dear  Dr.  Burleigh: 

In  reply  to  your  letter  of  14  April,  I  regret 
to  inform  you  that  the  Public  Archives  does  not  have  in  its 
custody  any  lists  of  disbanded  soldiers  of  the  Seven  Years'  War, 
nor  is  the  location  of  any  such  lists  known  to  us. 

A  search  of  our  sources  has  revealed  that  a 
census  was  conducted  three  times  in  the  Province  of  Quebec 
between  the  years  1760  and  1790:   in  1765,  1784  and  1790. 
Unfortunately,  all  of  them  contain  aggregate  figures  only  and 
give  no  names.
